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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the examiner in using the 
Atagi reference does not provide for a solid illuminant blue-violent absorbent, thus all features of claim one have not been taught and thus 
is allowable. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Firstly the applicant points to Juestal in view of Doxsee to the solid illuminant containing SM. 
In eluding the limitations of the red phosphor with either SM or EU which Juestal teaches and thus the secondary reference of Atagi was 
not used. Applicant argues that the material used is an oxide version of SM, examiner does not see anywhere in the claim languarge that 
excludes the sm containing material have samarium in oxide form. Applicant asserts that the Atagi reference does not use samarium in any 
of the examples; however the applicant on Page 6 states the following "a light-emitting device remarkably higher in efficiency and longer in 
life as compared with the prior art and excellent in color rendering can be provided. In light-emitting device 100 according to the present 
invention, illuminant 1 05 may contain a luminous material (at least one material selected from rare earth elements such as La, Ce, Pr, Nd, 
Eu, Gd, Tb, Dy, Ho, Er, Tin, Yb and Lu and transition elements such as Mn, Cr, V and Ti, for example) other than Sm" but does not present 
examples using all the material s presented here in the 22 pages of the disclosure. Likewise, Atagi presents such a case and shows how 
the Lathanide series could allow for the illumination characteristics desired from the lamp. Because Atagi does not present a specific 
example does not preclude this reference in combination with the other two from rendering the applicant's invention obivious. As such it is 
believe that one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention could further modify the device of Juestal and arrive at the applicant's 
invention. Examiner believes all claims to be proper and thus they remain rejected as presented in final office action.. 
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
